PIUVILKOK. 

Mr. Qalbraitli, rising to a iiueatioii of 
' privilege, quoted from The Cvluni.sf'i re- 
port of the budget speech wherein hia 
name appeared as hariag frantically ap- 
plauded the announcetnont of the present 
brisk state of the tuatriinoiiial market. 
Ha uiiduratood ihiit tlie subject wua 
very delicHto one to handle, and there- 
fore did nut wis!; 't to.be uiideratoiid that 
ha waa opposed to such a state, or thai 
he denied having applauded; only ho 
wished to be understood that it vas only 
by a stretch of imagination that the ap- 
plause which -he statement had evoked 
from him was stated to bo of thij e-uber- 
ant nature that had been doacribed. 

ItEl'ORr. 

Mr. Drake presented the aelect coin- 
mitt^a'a report on the Vancouver incor- 
poration bill. To be considered to-mor- 
row. 

A.ssiZK couur. 
Hon. Mr. Davio moved the second 
reading of the Assize Court bill, which 
was carried. House went into onmiiiit- 
tee, Mr. Semlin in the chair. Bill re- 
ported complete with amendnienta. Read 
a third time and passed. 

ESTIMATEH. 

Upon the motion that the houae go 
into commitioo of supply, Mr, IJeiven 
aaid it was a farco to vote sums for sup- 
ply in conaidoralion of the fact that the 
minister of tinanco had stated that stops 
had already been t;iken to increase tha 
existing overdraft. The revenue of the 
province had, he asserted, lessened rather 
than increased, and the sup- 
plementary estimates already l)rau(4ht 
down showed that tliu rovonuo for 1887 
would be expended before the year be- 
(tan. As an old friend of the minister of 
finance he would caution him that he was 
doing a very dangerous thing to attempt 
to negotiate an overdraft on his own re- 
sponaibiliiy He was liable to impeach- 
ment, and would Qiid liini-ielf in a very 
awkward pusilion as a party to the raising 
of a sum in lha illegal way proposed. The 
estimated revenue from the provincial 
tax had been too highly caloulated, be- 
cause of the cessation of raiUvay work in 
the province. It waa true that [uiniiig 
fields were opening up, and many persona 
would flock in, but there was nothing in 
the present indications to warrant the es- 
timate placed on this source uf revenue. 
The golden viaions of guverniuent land 
Bkles at £[]gliah Bay as pictured by the 
provincial secretary had been from the 
latter's skandpoiut a failure. Latida which 
had been held by the governineii: in 
many districts for many yoara had been 
Bold, not to encourage Bottlemciit hut 
under the hammer to create ravunuu. The 
land committee found in its investigation 
gross mismanagement, glaring disregard 
of the statutes, wrongs to the settlers and 
everything that was blameworthy, tie 
referred to tha quoatinn of the Is'^ewoaatle 
reserve, which was neither a military nor 
naval reserve, and yet a Ijidm JiiU' settlor 
of the name of Waddington could not 
obtain recognition of his claim as against 
that of tha honorablo member for Na- 
naimo (Mr. Duaamuir) who, if he had a 
right to it was welcotnu to it, but aa far as 
his information went the hon. geiitlomaii 
had Dot such right. On the mainland 
also was evidence of raiBmanagomeut, for 
thero was nothing to show that thu Dom- 
inion goveriinienl has yioliled their right 
to tha lands west of Port iMoody. The 
Hreatest oon fusion reigned in the admin- 
istration of the land department and there 
never wus a time when it wanted a more 
thorough overhauling than at the present 
day. He claimed that there had been too 
much expenditure on public works for 
day instead of contract labiir^ and thero 
bad been as much miamanageinunt on the 
public works as in the finance department. 
There never had been mora issues be- 
tween the Dominion than now; for in- 
aUkDCB, the province's right to the niinar- 
ali within the railway belt and the issue 
of crown grants to settlors within the 
belt, neitiiej" of which ijueolloiia had yet 
be«:i settled. He did not know that 



he. had anything more to say at present 
bttt^ould like to hear what hon. gentlo- 
men opposite bad to saj' in reply. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — There is really no- 
thing to reply tu — all that has been said 
was merely il^o ' usual vituperation and 
abuse. (Lauglitor. ) 

ftlr. Ciraiit followed the same lino of 
argument as the leadecof the uppuaitioo, 
referring also t!;L'th0^6rt Simpson aflaii . 
He would readtrqnrthe evidence. 

Mr. Dunsinuir — Oh, that's old. 

Mr. Grant — It is old and unpleasant to 
government members. 

Mr. Dunaiuuir— Oh, read it. 

Sir. Grant — Well, as you would like to 
hear I will read it all. 

Mr. Dunainuir— Well, go ahead; I will 
go into the amtiking room. 

Mr. Grant then read evidence given by 
Mr. Ralph and went over the argument.! 
against tlio leader of the government, lack 
uf space preventing their being recounted. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said in as short a 
time as posaiblu he would sot forth what 
the policy of the government had been, 
and what they liad done in the province's 
interest. First, it had been contended-, 
that certain districts haii been favored 
above others. This was not so, for every 
precaution had been taken to fairly and 
honestly distribute the revenue. His 
own di.-ilrict of Ciiwiehan had boen par- 
ticularly inontinried a.-i having beun favor- 
ed, but no imtiuu fai-nr had been ahowii. 
If there had it would Iiave been but just 
in order to counteraol the neglect of the 
previous government, who had refused 
even the slightest school facilities to tlio 
residents of that distrint, though thoy 
sent [lotitioii after petition in order to 
secure them, and at a lime, too, when 
they had throe times the numherof achol 
ara required by the school act, Cowichau 
district had lately become a large field for 
settlement and it was necessary to build 
roads in order t > open up tha district to 
settlers. Thia waa a necessary expendi- 
ture, and alao that provided on the 
estimates for new schools in the 
diatnct, which the report of the supjr- 
intendent of education described as 
prosperous It was a difloroiit matter in 
the di.itriot represented by the honorable 
inembor for Uassiir, whore there was no 
necessity fur nchools, the minora' families 
being proviili-d fnr down here. With re- 
gard tu ihe 'J, (U)0,(ilUJ acres given away ill 
the Peace river ci uotry, he could easily 
and satisfactorily explain why they had 
been given away. The honorablo leader 
of the opposition knew very well that if 
ho had remained iiv oltice the drydock 
would not have advanced a step further 
llian it waa four years ago. The Do- 
iniiiiou gdvoru [iieiu had ab.iidutely re- 
fused to pay any money on drydoek ac- 
count, and the country generally had 
fully made up its mind that the'prbvlnoial 
funds should no longer bo absorbed com- 
pletely in that one work when the various 
diatricta were siiirving for roads, etc , to 
facilitate settlement. Why was the con- 
tract system so much vaunted, dropped in 
favor of day labor on the work / The 
elections were coming on, and thoy saw- 
it waa necessary to got the dryuook placed 
in their own hands in order that thoy 
might carry the E3(|uimalt district, 
v. ten had been atruck oil", and others had 
been placed on who were aliens and had 
not been sii weuka in the province. The 
present government saw the necessity for 
•lecuring.tbe building pf-'lhe'^'^oqlr^^as a 
Dominion enterprise and to aeoure'rail- 
way facilitieii for the country. It was in 
order to mike this arrangement that the 
2,000,000 acres in Pe.icu rivur had been 
given, and alao to secure the construction 
of the Island railway and to open the 
fertile lands on the east coast to settle- 
ment. The lands that bad been given 
away very few people know at the time 
were the property of the province — they 
were almost in the arctic roifinna These 
hud been valued as worth per acre by 
the honorable member for Ca.ssiar, 
though the oppojition had stated pre- 
viously that oO cents would be an oati 
mate. This represented §6, 000,000, a 
largo sum, but ha would show how they 
saved by it. By the torrna of union they 
were re([uired to give for railway con- 
struction a twenty- mile bolt, which rep- 
resented 12,000,000 acres. By the set- 
tlement bill they had arranged with the 
Dominion that settler.s wore to secure 
the landa at SI per acre, and estimating 
ill the same way as the honorable mem- 
ber for Gassiar, this would be a saving to 
the province of §2-1,000,000, and alao 
saving the lands nearer homo tu the 
province. He did nut know whether it 
was worth while to i-efer to the Fort 
Simpaon affair, but perhaps it would ho 
hotter to state the truth of the matter. 
The honorablo geiiiloman hero referred 
to the actual procedure that had been 
lakeu in opening the lands at Fort Simp- 
sun to settlement, which he contended 
was olearly within the .line of his duty, 
and that no breach of government privi- 
lege had been committed. It was their 
policy to npeii tlie laiid.s in all j) irti'Uia i>f 
the province to sottkMUont, and it wati hi.i 
opinion, on coming into othco, that the 
roservea over lands should be raised. On 
cunaulting his colleagues he fouid that 
they coincided ffith this. Should any 
gentleman come to his office to-morrow 
and ask about a reserve, he would imme 
diatuly slate whether ho thought it was 
desirable that the reserve ahoultl be lifted 
or allowed to remain. In this he did not 
think any wrong would be done. 
He did not believe that honorablo gentle- 
men opposite thought that any wrong had 
been done by the E'ort Simpson action 
They well know it was immediately after 
ho had taken nihco, and that ho was new 
to the procedure of the department, and 
therefore waa dependent a great deal on 
the information of hia subordinate officers 
The honorablo loader of the opposition 
claimed that there was more "fight Cana- 
da" policy now than ever before. This 
waa not so. There was no "fight Canada" 
policy at all. He had always held that 
the claims of the province wore just, but 
he had altrays deprecated also the bitter- 
ness with which thu claims (previous to 
his govorniiient) were put forward, It 
only had thoelfectof keeping the province 
from securing its rights under the terms 
of union, and embittering tha people, not 
the government, of Canada against the 
province. So far as the biiilding of the 
Island railtvsy was eon'cerned,. the people 
and government of Oanada had washed 
their hands of it before hia government 
had taken oilice. This, by tho aottlemont 
bill, was secured and is now nearly built. 



Reference had been made to tho claim put 
f rwurd as to jurisdiction over the miner- 
als aa a GghtiQsc-policy; but thia W.-11 lu t 
»or;5Th9j| h'ad tnado the cliiirii, fijr they 
Qoiuiderefl it tlje right of the. .province, 
and in this olaiui they woro 'supported by 
tho honorable m'eniborfor Id-Otonay . [.Mr, 
Galbraith: Hear, hear.] Then wliyslii'uld 
it be called fSghting, when' it was made in 
a, reasonable way, and referred to the si - 
preme caurt of Canada for auttlemeiit. 
The honorable loader of thu oppoaiiion 
hadjiiada bitter statements against the 
people of Canada— that he woula, not be 
lievo a word thay aaid. 

Mr. Beaven — I will correct tho honorable 
geutleiuau. 1 never made aueU a Htato- 
uieut . 

Hon. Air. Smitho — You tuiuhi tho slale- 
nieut ou tho floor of the. bouao tUtit you 
wonkl not believe a word of what any inem- 
bor of the Canadian government might 
soy. 

Mr. Boavon— That is not the peoplei of 
Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — Tl is the sanio thiiii.;. 
l)y iuHulting the goveriuiif-iit yon insult liio 
people. [Hour, hear.] Tbtro had 1)mii 
no .such "tight Canada" policy in tliat ■>( 
thai, .^jireaent governiueut. The stateiuint 
that the contrnut system had been abau- 
doned by the go'vernment was iueornci. 
When the drydoek wos beiug const nicied 
by the p'revious government th' y employed 
day labor, when it was a work that emi- 
nently called for contract. Vork wjh' cur- 
ried on at a very high cost — iu sonw iK-- 
partinoiits four uud tlvo liiiu-M wlmt was 
iieeessary. This government hail (Uilybi-i-n 
in ollieu a fow days when tliey eouiiminced 
negotiating for the transfer of th(> doek lo 
DoiuinioLi — which thoy wove assured wmild 
be accomplished. This they had thought 
would happen in a few mouths; but thi re 
was a miscalculation, and. as they all kii.-w, 
it was some time after, as it took soiue c-oii- 
siderablo time to show at what ruiuous 
rates the work had boon previoiialy carried 
ou. The contract system had been aUben-d 
to in tnout instances. There was one 
in which it was deviateil friiiu-— that 
of the conslrueliuu of u whail 
on Vancouver island, where tho l.n,vi:sl 
tender had been ifSOO, and tho govern- 
ment constructing it by d-'v labor li;ul 
secured its erection fur§:S20.' It had been 
claimed by the hon. leader of the .?up <si- 
tion that thu lands and v.'urks depart- 
ment had been mismanaged, but n coin- 
mitteo uppoiiitod with freedom lo inijuire 
into everything had been unable to find 
anything where niismanagoineiit existed. 
.\ few dillerencos existed about certain 
lands, and particularly the Newcastle re- 
serve, but it showed no mismanagement. 
He would like to hear a report from that 
committee and to see the evidence print- 
ed, aa it would show that tlio departii.ont 
had been managed in a proper iiinniior 
(hear, hoar). The hon. loader of lha op- 
position had tried to show that there was 
no special develepmont since tho present 
government took ofBce. By referring to 
the public accounts there was nothing to 
allow the beiiotit derived from railway con- 
atruction in 1882, though it was prueeed- 
ing at that lime. Soon after the prt-aent 
liovernment took office there was a bound 
forward. The government had used every 
means pnasible to attract settlers to this 
country by issuance df-pSmphlots and by 
immigration agents, and when thoy ar- 
rived placing them on thu vacant lands 
of tha province. li: 1881 the 
revenue was $1197,000; in 1882 8-10,"i,000; 
in 1883 8425,000, tho present govenmiei.t 
having been ir^ oflice during tlint year 
five months; in 1884 it reached SoOil.OOO; 
in 1885, §GOO,000. Now, it waa cui- 
tended that tho increase in revi.-iiue 
receipts was aolely on aceouiit of 
land sales, but this waa not so. The large 
receipts from land sales was duu to the 
energy of 'the government in placing set- 
tlers on lands.' There waa a provision 
that no one could purchaao moro than 
C-iO acres, thus shutting out apoculatorii . 
The large urea sold at Far well waa harped 
upon, but what was it i One hundred 
and fifty thousand acres had been ap- 
plied fur and only 1100 sold to the appli- 
cant. There had been a large revenue 
from land sales, ahd there was also a 
large increase in free miners' certiticates, 
which certainly could not be plucud lo 
railway construction. Thoru waa also an 
increase in licenses In the year 188^ tiie 
receipts from pruviocial revenue ln.\ 
were but 828,000 Hia honorablu friend 
waa too busy in hia office counting the 
short bits to take advantage uf the pms 
parity ho claimed was in the pruvince 
He could only collect §28,000. 

Ikir. Galbraith — Hear, bear, 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — Ycui sIuuiIlI be 
ashamed to .= ay "hear, hour" to any auch 
showing. It is a diagracefnl one. 
During tho last year there waa cnlleeted 
SG4, 000 provincial revenue ta.\,inore than 
double that collected in 1882. In JH8a, 
when the present govornnient took of- 
fice, there was at once a bound forward, 
and 547,000 was collected for provincial 
revenue. Either the population of the 
country hud doubled or iho. provnuis guv- 
orntnont had been very la.x in their col- 
lections. Uut, as he said before, hia 
honorable friend was too much taken 
up with tho short bits. [Laughter] 
There had been an inoreaae in every im- 
portant source of rovenuo. Take it any 
way you like there wua an increase of ,00 
per cent., and a very light taxation to 
the province, He would read a slate 
ment of the imports of the province in 
1832 and 1885, the time betwenn the 
present government's taking office and 
his honorablo friend leaving it. In 188'2 
they amounted to §3,;}2u,O0O, and in 1885 
they wore §4,417,000, an increase of 
§l,0y2,000, and it was these that showed 
largely the progress of the country. II i^^ 
honorable friend seemed to object to se 
curing the drydock refund from the Ij j 
minion, and when il v^as scoured of s [jnul 
ing it. But what wore the results from 
receiving this I New works hnd been 
constructed — tho Aahcroft . brid;.^e, the 
penitentiary at New Weatminster, anil 
important roads on the mainland, the 
gaol at Victoria, Point Ellice bridgij, and 
other neoeasary public works. Settlers 
had been pouring into New Woatm iiister 
district The outside district of Alberoi 
had been aettled — but thia would not have 
been the case if hia honorable friend had 
been in power — he would ainiply have 
told settlers that there waa no funds to 
oonatruct roads, and thua impeded the 
progress of the country. 

It being C o'clock Mr, Speaker luft the 
chair, Hon. Mr. Smitho to continue the 
debate in the evening.

Miicholl ia tho Hon, 
Poter, tho "thini" piirty, who for aonie 
years past has uuiiiifeslod a growirip; an 
tipathy to Sir J oil 11 .Macdonald and has 
opposed him un nuinoroua occasions. 
VVell,. the house succeeded in getting to 
the subject each day and some really ex- 
cellent speeches werii deliverocl. Tho 
govermnent had, ImwevLM-, been playing 
a waiting game, keopiiiL; buck their strong 
man until after I'.I.iko aiul other leaders 
of the opposition had aildreased ll>fl houae. 
The now miniator of jastioo, Me. 'I'liomp 
son, had not delivered a aet B))ouch 
in tho house ami ^jreat things wore u.vpect 
ed from him. lie liiul obtained his object. 
Mr. HIake had Ijeeii drawn tci jus feut, and 
after a ayeech of nearly ai.N hours' dura- 
tion Mr ThiiniiJfl'.ii moved the adjourn- 
mont, and spoke on .Mond.ay afternoon to 
a full houae, liut a few words about tho 
debate itself, {.)ld pariiamBntarians iiver 
that the week's discussion was one of the 
beat held in tho Dominion since confeder- 
ation. .Vh u;iu:il, the intereat in it haa 
been well suatained, tho i/allerioa being 
crowded each day and most of tho mem- 
hers present. Cliirraii, the Irish Catholic 
member for Montreal and a worthy repre- 
sentative of the name he beurr', delivorod 
a alaahing spcoeh in which, despite the 
fact that lie was endangoriiig hiti seat, he 
supported tho governinont. "Charli-y" 
Rykorl, the nioniber for Lincoln, a vigor- 
oua "stump " speaker, also carried the 
mininlerial banner, but not with very great 
effect. He is known aa the "scrap-book 
orator," havini; the faculty for kor.p.ing 
track of hia (.|)poneiil'3 speech and dis- 
cuniliting thein by amno awkward quota- 
tions to prove their inconaiatency, at 
times when they luaat e.xpeut it. Blake's 
speech was looked forward to with i;reat 
interest, as it was o.xpect«d he would give 
the cue as to the line liia p:;rty would take. 
For two or three hours !;u could, with per- 
fect eaao, have said ho w..a i;i'ing to vote 
either in tho alllrmative or tlio negative, 
so diflicult wai it to catch ;lio exact drift 
of hia argunieiil. For a long time he do- 
voted hiniaelf to showing that while a 
judge had the powur to apportion punish- 
ment acoiirdint; to tho degree of guilt, for 
murder ho luul no alternative. 'J'he mat- 
ter rested in the hands of the executive 
to say whether tho capital aontenco 
ahould bo carried out, and in this 
position it devolved upon them to consider 
the degree of i^uilt. From statistics he 
showed that of late years among civi 
lizod natioiit the custom had been to 
commute mora than half the capital aon- 
tences imp laed, and expressed the opin- 
ion that this was tho ouly alieraative bo 
fore the exooutivo in Kiel's case viewed 
in the light of his insanity, Thia point 
he attempled to [irove, and then ivent on 
to discuaa the conatitution of the court. 
On thia topic, h,.wevur, ho could aay lit- 
tle in a Gondemnaiory sense, oa it was 
while he tvas niiaiater ot juatice that the 
judioiiU aot applioable to the territories 
was passed. Ha oloaed about 1 o, clock 
thia morning with the declaration that he 
would voto lor the main rn^ition, con- 
deiunitig the government for allowing the 
exaoution to take place. At tho ootaot 
he diBti::ct!y stated that he was speaking 
aa a private member, not aa leader of the 
opposition, thus leaving it optional for 
his followers to vote aa they ploaao. 
When tho miniator of justice rose to 
make hia m udcii apeecil there was a full 
houae, which 30(jn becanie a very full 
house, as aoon at it waa knoivn that he 
was up. Tho galleries wore crowded, 
and remained crowded to the end, and 
the close attention paid to the speaker 
was the boat ovidonoo that ho had ae- 
cured the ear of the houae and of tho 
galleriea. Oe had not proceeded far 
with his arguments before it waa recog- 
nized by everyone that the minister of 
justice waa thoroughly master of his sub- 
ject and had devoieii much study to all 
its branches, and h:ul'' not given lightly 
and thoughllosaly hia advice as attor- 
ney-genend tn tluj eiecutivo, thut 
tho prerogative of mercy should [lot 
be exercised in behalf of Rial. 
There was no point in the elaborate argu - 
ment of Mr. Blake, which Mr. Thompaoii 
did not fully meet and answer in a moat 
convincing rniiuiier. Fvory jiaiil in Afr. 
Bluke','1 aniiuur \v,id aearched, and before 
the miniator wan dioie, the armour which 
aeeiiiud so aii'oii;^ .nnl so skilfully made lay 
on the ground all battered and broken. 
Mr. Thompson did not oven insinuate 
that Mr. Blake waa insincere and hypo- 
critical. He waa moat com ceous through- 
out. At the aainu time ho proved boyond 
dispute that Mr. Blake had not dca't 
fairly with, the question. Fur iuatanco, 
Mr. Blake had quoted from tho raport of 
the English commiaaioners on capital pun- 
iahment in support of his theory; but Mr. 
Blako had omitted to quote from that re- 
port a sentotico which joverod tho case of 
Riol ooniplotely. They aay: "\Vu are 
of opinion that in caaos of treason, whore 
accompanied by overt acta of rebellion, 
the extreme penalty must bo retained." 
The ininiator's proaontation of the incon- 
venience, injury and danger to tho state 
which must result if parliainoiit 
should sit as a court of appeal in 
criminal cu'ie; w.ia moat convincing. 
In dealing with the cry that papers had not 
been 1)ron;;)it down, w.is as eft'optive as 
iu all the other points dealt with. In the 
British parliament during twenty-live years 
there was uo iustnnco in which papers had 
peeu bron^jht down iu such a case. Pa- 



pers, indeed, had been refused. Diiscussiug 
tho fact that he had, as minister of justice, 
to consider Biel'B,.()iiBe iu connection with 
inciting the ludia&B^ Mr. ThumpaoD utterd 
a sentimoat which /irill find a universal ro- 
Kpouae. He said, "The"';inan , 'who iucitoa 
the Indians of the Northwest to rapine and 
murder when he appeals to mo ns miuistor 
of juatice for mercy will got justico." He 
caught Mr. l!lako very neatly iu several 
cases, and at leugth iuducod that geulle- 
uiau to ubaiidou hia favorite position of 
resting his bead in his hands on the desk 
before hiui and pay close attention. lie 
said that ^fr. T51ake had averred that in the 
Loo case at Xapauoo Dr. Lavel! had given 
ovidouce at the trial, anil made a s-trong 
point against the doctor on the ground that 
his evidence had been discredited. Mr. 
ThompsoQ 'said that as a matter uf fact Dr. 
La veil bad tievcr testified at all at the trial, 
^[r. Bliiko lifted his head and declared that 
he never uaod the words attributed to him. 
Mr. Thompson took tho Hansard and road 
Mr. Blake's words, which oorrobornted his 
stateuioiit. Various eoniuionts followed, 
among tlioui Mr. Kykert'a "raught again" 
seemed lo voice the general (eeliug, Tlie 
minister has a fashion of culling the head 
oU' a man's argnmonl l)y a Minglu stroke of 
his sharp logic. For instance, he referred 
to Mr. Gigault's piinillel belwi.'en Lord 
George tiordon and Kiel. Ho said it was 
at first sight apparently u close parallel, 
but a second thought showed there was no 
resemblance at all. Lord George was not 
punished bacause he was acquitted by the 
jury, Kiel was ])uiiished because he waa 
uonvioted by the jury.

' Dr. Wintlirop said he failed to see any 
eonuoclion between Belgian disorders and 
( icrmau socialism. 

Dr. Von Puttkamer. in reply, said that 
aoQording to newspaper reports Germans 
iustigated the strikes in Belgium, He 
wished chiefly to point out that the iuad- 
e(piate laws of Belgium bad rendered dis- 
orders poHfiilile, but ho denied Oermaii 
socialist.s Were implicated iu the troubles, 
lielgiun burgeoiK constantly and wilfully 
sought to crento a aeries of disorders and 
tho government itself provoked troubles. 

Hcrr liabel called the speaker to order, 
wheranpon the speaker denounoed Babol 
and I^Iost as dangerous agitators.

Just breii Perfected. 

Soiiiecapitrtlial.s of Mexicobavo form- 
ed a i)rojpcl, witli tlie co-operation of 
ChincEti uiercliBiits of- this city and Vic- 
toria, for llio imrpoae of fetching Mon- 
golians into tlie laml of the Montezu- 
uiaa. The seiienie is graced hy the 
eiijilionious title of "Coiupagim iMcxi 
canaiiy Paciticii," and has behind it 
some very iiilluentiul Mexicans, among 
whom are said to be the President 
Diaz, Senor Romero and Senor Ybarra. 
'I'liii company has l)ei!n carrying on ne- 
gotiations with steamship men in Sun 
Kraiicisto for a couple of months, and 
liave sUL'ct!t'dt\l in iirocuriug a vessel 
with wliich CO convt^y the Chinese to 
the lower coast. Arrangements having 
been perfected, the enterprise will he 
carried on for an indefinite period, and 
it is supposed will be conducive to the 
linanciid advantage of those who are 
directly iiUorestnd in it. 

The ven.sel engaged for the purpose 
is tlie Sardonyx, belonging to I. (Jutte, 
of ;507 Cftliforuia street. The Sardonyx 
has not been regularly employed for 
several inontlin, ami, consequently it is 
presumed that llie agents of the com- 
pany here found it t^usier to secure her 
ll'an to charter other vessels, for which 
thcv hitd souglit terms. I'Ik; price paid 
for her uhc has been kept private. The 
local (,'binese mertihajiis connected with 
this venture have been endea\->aring to 
ascure low rates of ])assage for Oixinese 
to Mexico, from several agencies in this 
city. Auioiig ilic)se whom they have 
been bartering with are the Pacific 
Mail SlBamship Company and Doyle it 
Wilson, shij) and .freight brokers at 
lOTiOalifornia street, who represent the 
atoarnship Ciiy of Tcpaka, that plies 
between San Francisco and Mexican 
ports. The Chinese stated that the 
coolies were to be s»nl to Mexico to 
work in the mines. From the Pacilic 
Mail SteamshipQompauy an agreement 
was obtained to iranspgrt Chinese in 
the steerage of the San filas at 815 
each, which sum is hiilf of the regular 
rate. The .Sun Ula.s sailed yesterday, 
but only seventeen Cliinamen were on 
board, and of these eleven were destin- 
ed fo ' Panama. The remaining six were 
goine to Mazatlan. The Chinese mer- 
chants informed Doyle JbS Wilson. that 
the laborers they intended consigning 
to Mexico were to go to the Feli.'C 
mine, and they asked a special rate. 
The tirni did not know where the Fe- 
lix mine was, ilie commercial Mongoli- 
ans conid not tell, and nobody elae-who 
hai been spoken to had ever heard of 
this arcanum of wealth. The negotiat- 
ing partie.-i have not yet returned to ef 
fecr anv agrcenieiit, and as the City of 
Topeka .sails to morrow, it will probo- 
ble depart with few celestial encum- 
brances, it is thought that the pro- 
curement of the Sardonyx has caused 
the coni[)any to deteraiine that the 
Chinese imnaigranta it gets for Mexico 
shall go there on, vessels under their 
own control. 

I. Gutte, the osvner of the Sar- 
donyx, staled to a Call reporter yester- 
day that the vessel will arrive here to- 
morrow, on the way to Mazatlan. It 
was learned from bim that the steam- 
er can carry only about 200 passengns, 
ft lUoui^Ii iii^:r; Cliin(!se may be crowd- 
ed thereon, lie said that the Mongoli- 
ans who are to be taken to iMexicu will 
go from Victoria and froni San I'Vaneis- 
co. The Sardonyx will have a crowd 
of Obiafseioii board whe^i she reaches 
Berei ari"d will receive an additional lot 
of Celestial.s at thi.s jiort. "The arrange- 
ment wdl result," he remarked, "in 
diminishing the number of Chinese in 
California. J have been told that the 
company is composed wholly oi Mexi- 
cans. The steamer haa^been chartered 
by J'fexicans. I cannot tell you who 
they are." 

The rt'iiorter, on going to the •Chi- 
nese Coiiaulatc, saw Colonel I'ee, and 
was led to believe, from the informa- 
tion given by that gentleman, that, the 
prOj.-uL was altogrlher benevolent in 
its character and aims. He explained 
that the wealthier Chinese of Victoria 
have been touched by the situation of 
their povorty-strieken cotintrymeu in 
that city, for whom free soup bouses 
have been jirovidinl for many months. 
He said that these half-starved Chinese 
number between ;\U0O and (j,000. 
'I'hey have not bad employment for a 
long time. In order to furnish them 
with some means of living, the Chinese 
merchants concluded to send them to 
Mexico, and so tlu? Sardonyx was char- 
tered. 

The Consul pictured the advantages 
which the scheme wduld bring to th.e 
Chinese laborers. They are to receive 
$14 a month and fiund while working. 
Those who are taken to Mexico go un- 
der contract that work will be found 
for theni. Shou'd they not be engaged 
at once after r(^aching Mexico, the com- 
jjany will have to feed them and pay 
thetu 25 cents a day until they are em- 
ployed. Consul Bee stated that the 
planters in Mexico are anxious to ob- 
tain Chiaese help, as the Indians and 
peons there, as ho termed them, are 
too lazy to work more than a day or 
two at a time, and therefore cannot tie 
depended upon. Stoppages will bo made 
at severai Mer.iean pDrts, be said, and 
a nurabar of the Ohineae will be land- 
ed at difl'erent places. The M<'xicaii em- 
plo) ers who desire to secure their ser- 
vices and who contract for a lot of 
them will thus be able to get them at 
the port nearest the [)lantation or mine 
for which they are intended. The prin- 
cipal point of destination will be Maz- 
atlan. Foi* the passage of each China- 
maa who is transferred to Mexico by 
■ the couapany $12 are to be refunded. 
This money, the Consul remarked, will 
bo returned by the Ohiuamen in easy 
payments of $1 a month. — S, J?. Cilll.
